One of The Cleveland Museum of Art’s most popular summer events, the 
annual Wednesday Evening Festivals offer indoor and outdoor dining, music, films, 
and gallery talks, in addition to major exhibitions. This year’s festival, which 
celebrates the Museum’s seventy-fifth anniversary, highlights the exhibition 
Notable Acquisitions and the newly renovated Renaissance and Baroque 
galleries. The festival coincides with two other special exhibitions: Object 
Lessons: Cleveland Creates an Art Museum, a history of the Museum and its 
collections, and Generous Donors: A Tribute to The Print Club of Cleveland. 

Festival programs begin with a 5:45 pm concert in Gartner Auditorium. 
Music programs are also presented in the galleries from 7:30 to 8:00 pm. Gallery 
talks at 7:00 and 8:15 pm focus on works from Notable Acquisitions and aspects 
of European art history. The 7:30 pm film series, All’s Welles, shown in Gartner 
Auditorium, features memorable movies directed by Orson Welles. 

Admission to all Festival events, except dining, is free. 

This year the Museum offers three different kinds of food service. Box 
suppers will be available for courtyard dining with music and optional wine service 
from 5:30 until 9:30 pm. For more casual indoor dining, the Museum Cafe will 
remain open until 9:30 pm on Festival Wednesdays, serving a fresh summer menu 
of homemade fare. On the patio outside the Students’ Dining Room on the 
LowerLevel/Education, grilled chicken and burgers will be available throughout the 
evening, served with beer or lemonade.
